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This application has been recently referred to this office due to a petition styled as filed under 
37 CFR 1.59 and 1.181 on April 18, 2005. Nevertheless, the delay in treating the petition is 
regretted. 

The petition is dismissed, subject to favorable reconsideration as noted in more detail below.. 

Petitioner seeks relief from an unfortunate remark made by the examiner in the Office 
communication dated March 30, 2005. 

The referenced communication does in fact contain terminology that has no place in the record 
of this file. Unfortunately, since the instant petition also repeats, verbatim, the contested 
statement, removal in toto or redaction of the contested sentence of the examiner will leave the 
record in the same unsatisfactory condition. The request in the petition to likewise expunge the 
petition is unsatisfactory, in that the record would thereafter lack adequate written basis for the 
requested action. 

The USPTO stands ready to favorably reconsider a renewed petition that itself merely identifies 
the location of, but othenA/ise does not include, any improper remark , and will thereafter 
expunge, or more properly in, as here, an IFW file, close the initial examiner's communication 
and the instant petition.
